That Junior calls his father “Tom” does not alter 


point well worth pondering. 
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the fact that Tom father, and good one, 
must speak and act like father. “Helen” the 


teacher, responsible the law for the children under 


her supervision. Their calling her “Helen” rather than 
“Miss Brandes” simply serves confuse them. They 
are not accustomed taking directions their 
first-name companions. And has yet proved 
that calling the boss “Bill” conference diminishes 


his power hire and fire. merely makes the firing 
process more difficult, for more disagreeable 
discharge the man who has come think that works 
relationship. 


especially curious that this fallacy the first 
name should arise age when semanticists are 


taking great pains teach that the word not the 


thing. saying thing does not make true (and 
what useful purpose served addressing 


one’s family intimate friend? isn’t; and 
behaves like one, either hypocritical lacking 


sensitivity. There nothing wrong with informality 
per se, and there are times and situations which 


people come rapidly and naturally the use first 
names. But deliver from the fallacy (Aristotelian 
not) which assumes that the mere calling man 
his first name makes him your friend. Look out! You

The Need for Speech Education 


PEECH THE integration words, voice, and 
action for the purpose effectively commu- 
nicating ideas and feelings. When receive 


give training speech, therefore, are attempt- 
ing improve ability make clear others 
what known (ideas, facts, experiences, knowl- 
edge, etc.) and what felt (emotions, attitudes, 


beliefs, etc.) more skillfully correlating the 
use words (language) with voice (inflection, 
tone, rate, volume, pronunciation, clarity, etc. 
and bodily action (gestures, movement, posture, 


facial expression, etc.). Thus the goal, objective, 
end speech training improved communicative 


ability, and all correct teaching directed to- 
ward the achievement that important function. 


And “important function” because the 
fact that more than ninety percent our general 
communication occurs through the medium 
speech clearly shows the major role that speech 


plays our daily Skill our ability com- 


municate, therefore, dependent upon our skill 
speech defined above. Would not there- 
fore appear that our public schools possess clear 
obligation their pupils prepare and train 


them increased skill this important social, 


business, professional, and general necessity? 


Particularly would this true accept the 
thesis that one the main functions the schools 
prepare the student for life, because 


appears perfectly true that one the main 


requisites successful and well adjusted life 


skillful communication ideas and feelings. 
And should not inferred that because the 
schools train pupils “English” they also train 
them “Speech,” because English omits the

and “action” parts the definition given 


above, plus far different set skills inherent 
oral communication. 
This “different set skills” can developed 


only through the pupil’s exposure training 
the various areas Speech: oral interpretation, 


public address, radio, speech correction, and the- 
atre. Each these areas makes its training con-

effectively, and properly taught with this objec- 


tive view, the result bound increased 
skill the use and application what could 


called the “Speech 


These universals are present all speech situa- 


tions, from the most simple and informal the 
most complex and formal. They might identi- 
fied follows: (1) correct thinking; (2) the or- 
ganization ideas; (3) clear, audible, pleasant 


voice; (4) controlled, purposeful, meaningful ac- 


tion; (5) adequate, grammatically correct oral 
style; (6) personal poise and control the com- 
municative process the oral medium. Any 
speech course which emphasizes improvement 


these six universals both educationally justifiable 


and necessary the continuance our democra- 


cy. The need for this type training great, and 
the need for teachers who can effectively develop 
these skills others equally great. 


These needs can best met when the public 


schools foster such training programs 


curricula and the colleges, universities, and teach- 
training institutions promote teacher training 
programs that prepare teachers speech 


who possess concepts speech outlined above 
plus the teaching skills needed bring about the 


improvement communicative speech their 
students. 
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FUNDAMENTAL IDEA behind all speech, 
oral discourse, social coordination con- 
trol. This means that every time speak 
must have purpose which seeks certain re- 
sponse from another individual individuals. The 
field public address studies the means which 
these responses can gained. terms modern 


day curricula, the field public address includes 
such course titles Fundamentals Speech, 


Fundamentals Speaking, Public Speaking, Oral 
Communication, Argumentation, Persuasion, and 


the like, well the courses that concern them- 
selves with the history rhetorical theory and 


criticism. 

Individuals our present society find them- 
selves many types speaking situations daily. 
The student may use speech such varying situa- 
tions persuading Dad that should have the 
family car that night that advance the al- 
lowance necessity, explaining mathematics 
problem class, seeking date with new discov- 
ery, arguing about certain matter his club 
organization, discussing his views love, politics 
war “bull-session,” and the like. The same 
holds true for the businessman, the labor leader, 
the governmental official, the educator, and all 
others. addition, these individuals may often 
find themselves the public platform making 
prepared presentation audience that either 
present listening the air-waves.

The proper study radio-television the study 
society and its needs coupled with the tech- 
niques effective presentation. The principles 
communication from studio via the air-waves 


are identical with the principles communicating 


other situations and through other media. The 
working tools are somewhat more elaborate and 
expensive; their proper usage requires preparation 
scripting, production, direction, speaking and 


other phases. 
the end 1955 there were 2,800 radio and 


450 television stations the air with four radio 
networks and three television networks providing 


nationwide program service. addition, pro- 


vide related services, there were several thousands 


organizations including advertising agencies, 
station representatives, program packagers and 
the like. Each these stations, networks and re- 


lated groups employs from dozen two thou- 
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sand persons. very small percentage are the

eral, “Frankly, you are uninteresting. While you seem 
try hard, too much your preaching dull and 
lacks buoyancy. You not capture imagination 
and lead anywhere. want challenged 
relevant issues and moved action. there are indis- 


pensable resources the Christian religion, want 


know about them and stirred use them. Don’t 
preach hand things down me, and 
for heaven’s sake get mad me. you must tell 
how bad things are, give some practical advice 
about the next step should take better. 


know that have nerve say this, but have 


listen you and sometimes feel you had forgot- 
ten the midst all your theoretical and academic 
interests. want light, life and spiritual release. Can’t 
you give that?” there any truth such 
indictment, and think there is, something can and 


ought done about it. 


Ideally, the place begin the training which 
young preacher receives seminary. While that will 
net help any who may already have begun 


develop homiletical arteriosclerosis, may challenge 


evaluate our own seminary training and offer 


some observations which may benefit the younger 
generation. Most our stiffness, dullness and formal- 
ism date back our seminary days. This not 
minimize the real value the reputable and honest 


teaching which most received. myself stand

Seminary. acknowledge gratefully the guides 


preaching which remain mind and practice 
after sixteen years. shall forget the necessity 
impressed upon good outline, with straight-

Henry Sloane drilled into the importance 
preaching about things which interest the people 
the pews. Harry Emerson Fosdick said, “Blessed 


the preacher who gets his subject the

Johnston Ross told “murder our darlings,” those 


carefully-polished purple passages which like 
well pronounce with extreme Hugh Black 


warned beware futile gestures, while him- 


lent preacher offers advice how preach effectively.

any one the class. Francis Carmody, splendid 
Roman Catholic lawyer blessed memory, showed 
how react emotionally and how shift gears 
most effectively our presentation.

was dampened unnecessarily. Why should such 


ordeal preach seminary rather than the joyous 


experience which most have found out 


the ministry? suggest that this could corrected 
our homiletical training began first with modified 
form extempore speaking any subject dear our 


hearts. student could given his assignment one- 


half hour advance and would then speak the 


class earnestly and convincingly possible without 


too much worry regarding form and subsequent criti- 
cism. would given every opportunity let him- 
self even went all directions. The emphasis 


would upon the spirit and not the letter the 
performance. 


Along with this self-expression should go, course, 
the usual classes outline and composition, with 
special attention simplicity. The sermon 
cularized form art should kept advanced 


course and efforts should more generally focused 


the arts public speaking. Jowett attributed much 
his success holding the interest congregation 
his early training speaker before the shifting 
hold his crowd.

purpose each particular sermon. The failure 


this accounts for much the pointless preaching 
our day. Before ever minister starts outline his ser- 
mon should set down paper what wishes 
achieve it. can put one sentence, much 


the better; perhaps his congregation will then able 


encompass the idea and take home with them. 


Such specific statement not only saves man from 
indefiniteness but warns him when tempted 
preach sermon divorced from human need. ser- 
mon whose basic idea and purpose cannot expressed 


one sentence probably too complex the 
average members our congregations much good. 


Most preachers, convinced, spend too much 
time and effort trying drag subjects out the 


sub-soil their minds the roots instead letting 


the subjects grow naturally While the writ- 


ing and polishing sermons must not neglected, 


should spend more time proportionally wide 
reading and the feeding our minds and spirits. 
man has let himself become intellectually and 


spiritually threadbare, his sermons are bound 


thin, matter how much time spends getting 
them paper. While has doubtless been quoted 
others this connection, the prime text for preach- 
ers themselves “Out the abundance the heart 
the mouth speaketh”. Any other kind speaking will 
probably shoddy. 


seeking this abundance, books constitute only one 


resource. People are more important; people and the 
world they live in.

Week 
after week sees people all kinds circumstances

Successful listening presupposes 
hearing and precedes must differ- 
entiate further between active holistic listening and 
passive vicarious listening. the former, the indivi- 
dual listens with more less his total self—including 
his special senses, attitudes, beliefs, feelings 
tions. the latter, the listener becomes mainly 
organ for the passive reception sound, with little 
self-preception, personal involvement, gestalt discrimi- 
nation, alive curiosity. 

our particular culture today, for instance, find 
many examples passive listening the use every- 
day ritual utterances. become accustomed sets 


words, which times may have little real meaning 
personally and convey meaningful information, 
except that having some special appeal our 
feelings. Such utterances those found religious 
ceremonies, political caucuses, conventions, “pep rallies,” 
traditional rituals, etc. consist large part pre- 
symbolic uses language. Their effect depends not 
much actual symbolic representations, their 
contextual meaning, considerable extent upon 
the ritual function they are supposed represent and 
the feeling effect they connote the group 
whole.

intensional orientation) rather than listening 
the facts and the realistic meanings implied the 
words themselves. With this sort passive ritual 
listening, all tend assume, when people 
called positions prominence authority (such 
professors, politicians, reporters, writers) speak that 
they are saying something meaningful, simply because 
they, particular, have uttered the sounds words.

When listen holistically and with meaningful 
purpose, we, Heraclitus once said, “listen the 
essence things”. more dynamic description 
this process may gotten from who 
states, “There art listening. able really 
listen, one should abandon put aside all prejudices, 
pre-formulations and daily activities. When you are 
receptive state mind, things can easily under- 
stood; you are listening when your real attention 
given something. But unfortunately most 
listen through screen resistance. are screened 
with prejudices, whether religious spiritual, psycho- 
logical scientific; with our daily worries, desires 
and fears. And with these for screen, listen. 
Therefore, listen really our own noise, our 
own sound, not what being said. extremely 
put aside our training, our prejudices, our 
inclination, our resistance, and, reaching beyond the 
verbal expression, listen that understand in- 

Too many us, when listening, place inhibitions 
and blockages our path toward real understanding, 
mainly because inner conflicts, anxieties, rigidities 
and inflexibilities. tend think terms fixed 
two-valued orientations and consider many issues 
either “right wrong,” “good bad,” black white,” 
etc. Meaningful truth not something can gather 
mainly from somebody else from the outside 
comes primarily from inner state direct percep- 
tion, real awareness, understanding, and the capacity 
feel and readily accept things they are, and not 
they should be. know exactly what zs, the real, 
the actual, without interpreting it, without condemn- 
ing justifying it, surely, the beginning wisdom.

examine them for what they are, without giving them 
any distortions, misinterpretations 
fectations. And, the final analysis, the search for 
real truth and understanding becomes further strength- 
ended give this state what dynamic, 
ever moving, constantly changing 
quality. essence, grow dynamically proportion 
the world about us. 

Confusion, relation the process listening and 
perceiving, comes about mainly when tend 
struggle blindly the search for the absolute truth 
and the quest for utter individual “peace, tran- 
quility and serenity”. There is, essence, “allness” 
truth, except for what is, and this, turn, relative 
how inwardly perceive, feel and believe about 
things, issues facts. You may the encyclopedia, 
the Bible, the Book Knowledge, any other book 
wisdom, search for the ultimate truth, only 
further confused, uncertain and frustrated. 


comes so, because you would merely using the con- 
clusions and authoritative words others “parrot- 
like” manner, with too little real feeling communion 
for its intrinsic meaningful purpose. The truth about 
things, the pursuit happiness, and the search for 
“way life” cannot gotten the main from words, 
quotations, philosophical tenets. What ensues the 
latter process primarily existence, 
with all its qualities and attitudes non-participa- 
tion, passivity, shallow living and emptiness. However, 
actively look one’s self and constructively search 
for the truth about ourselves and the world about 
leads time the truly realistic, dynamic and holistic 
awareness what and what might referred 
“truthful existence and healthy living.” 


the process becoming healthy and inwardly 
introspective, must, necessity, meet with and 
experience struggle and conflict which itself 
inevitable part living. want free from 
conflict, search blindly and compulsively for utter 


“peace, tranquillity and serenity” not only impossible 
because realistic conditions, but ultimately leads 
further conflicting tendencies, living imagination, 
alienation and finally feelings futility, hopelessness 
and doom. realize and learn live with our 


everyday struggles and inner conflicts, and accept 
misery, pain and suffering integral part living 
true and healthy way life. avoid the unpleas- 
ant and the realistic warring aspects the daily living 


through neurotic solutions, blind spots, rationalization

block and inhibit many the true messages and 


communications which may want expressed from 


within ourselves, and conveyed ourselves and others. 
Conversely, the process interferes, large extent, 
with those meaningful utterances which are relayed 


from others and the world about us. When con- 


flicted, thus find rather listen and 


feel our own real feelings, thoughts, beliefs convic- 
tions. Instead often perceive distorted and indirect

William Joyce was born April 24, 1906, Brooklyn, 
New York. His father was Irishman, his mother 
Briton. When was two, his parents took him 


England. was educated the Jesuits Ireland. 
studied literature, history, and psychology the Uni- 
versity London and 1923, the year Hitler’s ill- 
fated Munich Putsch, joined the British Fascists. For 
the next ten years worked sometime tutor. 
1933 became propaganda director for Sir Oswald 
Mosley’s Fascist Union. 

left Mosley’s movement 1937, and teamed 
with John Beckett, former Socialist Member Parlia- 
ment, start the National Socialist League. was 
twice arrested for assaulting fellow citizens political 
brawls. Just before war was declared 1939, fled 
Berlin, taking with him: quantity his wife’s house-

Joyce was square-jawed, tough looking individual,

started broadcasting Britain April 10, 1939, 
before the invasion Poland. The British enjoyed his 
then subtle humor, and they themselves contributed 
his popularity. 

was christened Lord Haw-Haw book 
Jonah Barrington which became immediate best sel- 
ler. musical revue which was entitled 
played twice nightly packed houses London. 
was caricatured Punch, the daily press, and was 
held ridicule, all which increased his popular- 
ity. was estimated that the end 1939, half 
England’s 18,000,000 radio sets were tuned least 
once daily station Zeesen, near Berlin, Lord Haw- 
Haw’s headquarters. 


Charles Rollo (in Current History, Oct. 22, 1940), 
and Edmond Taylor (in his book, The Strategy Ter- 


ror) have given some the reasons why Joyce was 
popular with his audience least first. Joyce was 
English (except for birth), and knew the character 
his audience. First, won following tickling 
John Bull his funny bone. Then, sympathized 
with the already discontented poorer classes. 
tablished himself not turncoat, but Briton— 
referring his new bosses “the Germans.” 
Often would get his points across telling 


fashion, quoting directly from the British press, 
even from official British reports. Sometimes would 
bring off stunts which literally left his listeners 
One day, for instance, informed his listeners that 
the clock Weymouth Parade was half 
slow and was! 

His English was flawless, and obviously genuine. 
Sometimes was quite cheerful and blase, trying 
convince his listeners that the war was all nonsense. For 
short time ran, continuing episodes, 
inary conversation between Englishman named 
Smith and his German counterpart named Schmidt.

Smith turns out pretty poor debater, not very 
bright.

another series skits, Haw-Haw tried give dis- 
contented listeners some specific objects upon which 
focus their attention. Chief among the dramatic per- 
sonnel were Sir Izzy Ungeheimer, expert evading 
his taxes; “good old” Bumbleby Mannering, cleric 
with nose for good munitions investments; and Sir 
Jasper Murgatroyd, the Mogul the Foreign Office, 
who was adept predicting the time and place 


England’s next “act aggression.” 


The characters these skits were not all circum- 
spect. Haw-Haw’s listeners often heard 
ferred “rotten workers,” “blasted Socialists”. 
Through these and other characters, and other ways, 
Haw-Haw provided his listeners with specific griev- 
ances; the rising cost food, profiteering 
dustries, censorship, government pensions, etc. 

When, May 10, 1940, Hitler’s panzers, swept into 
the Low Countries, Haw-Haw became prophet 
doom. Each German victory was represented one 
step the chain leading the storming 
England. When France surrendered, warned, “Eng- 
land must now take the full fury the German 
attack upon herself.” “England ripe for invasion. 
You might well expect help from army 
mastodons from the United States...” “Britain 


being drawn closer the yawning abyss...” “You 
are doomed ship...” 


With the prophecies doom, Haw-Haw dropped 
his mask friendship, and identified himself whole- 
heartedly with the Nazis. The well-modulated veneer 
his voice became rasping note hatred. heaped 


abuses and epithets upon Churchill, and thundered 


exultantly that Britain’s time had come. The result 
was immediately apparent. British listeners longer 
laughed with him, even him. They did worse— 
they ignored him. 


His popularity came complete halt with the 


invasion Germany the Allies. After last hysteri- 
cal broadcast fled Flensburg and hid hotel 
till was routed out Tommies who took him for 
just another German civilian. Later, road leading 


Denmark, met two British officers who were 


gathering firewood. Joyce could not resist the tempta- 
tion show off his ripe Oxonian accent. 

used gather firewood myself,’ said he. 

Joyce,’ said one the officers. 


Joyce admitted it. Then, seemed reaching 


for gun, the officer shot him the backside. 

was then taken London, charged with treason 
and lodged old Bailey where cell had been waiting 
for him for several years. 

Joyce based his defense upon his origins. His Irish 
father had become naturalized citizen the 


1894, which, under the U.S. laws, automatically made 
William citizen. This quashed the first two 
counts the indictment, which were based upon 


presumption British citizenship. 

But the third count was pressed: that Joyce behaved 
traitor Germany between Sept. 18, 1939, and 
July 1940, when his British passport expired. The 
prosecution argued that during this period, since 
enjoyed the protection British passport, owed 
allegiance the British crown, and that had be- 
trayed that allegiance. 

The jury ten men and two women retired 
consider this point. minutes they returned 
verdict: guilty.

and his unfortunate people; and The Jewish War, the 
theme which explicit the title. carried 
furious anti-Semitic campaign make the French 
believe that war came, the Jews would the only 
ones responsible. 

Despite his views, enjoyed certain standing 
French journalistic circles, particularly among the su- 
perpatriots the right. After fled Germany and 
began openly broadcast the Goebbels doctrines, the 
French papers consistently wrote him obscure 
and unimportant crook. 

Fredonnet went the air several times night 
prove that Hitler was the best friend the French 
people and England their worst enemy. “England 
means fight this war the last Frenchman,” 
kept repeating. When Ferdonnet and his two “assistant 
ran short more timely arguments, they 
could always fall back history. Had not the English 
burned Joan Arc? Had they not smashed Napoleon? 

Tangye Lean (in his Voices the Darkness) des- 
cribed Ferdonnet being first 
speaker, whose diction was uncomplicated and whose 
points were simple and unvarying. would repeat, 
over and over again, his pro-Nazi, anti-Allied thesis, 
driving each point home with force and conviction. 

France, said, could only lose her association 
with England. She might even become colony 
Britain. One could already see that the English soldier 
was clothed better, paid better, and always was able 
buy the available women his particular part 
France. Oh, was painful, Fredonnet noted, say 
that that very moment many French wives were 
submitting the advances English soldiers. 

was this sort propaganda that drove the French 
courts condemn him death, absentium. When 
Hitler started his drive over the Low Lands, Ferdonnet’s 
voice rose frantic plea: 

Every hour fruitless resistance will only 
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increase your sufferings. Hundreds thou- 
sands Frenchmen and Englishmen are 
the point death surrender. Force your 
government make peace drive out. 
Cease fire! Hoist the White Flag! Leave the 
fleecing English look after themselves. These 
cowards who have word honor don’t 
deserve better. Act quickly. 
The existence your nation, every one 
you, stake. Gather together one and all 
and demonstrate for peace. 

Immediately after the capitulation France, Fer- 
donnet disappeared, re-appeared for moment Paris, 
and vanished. Where spent his time during the 
occupation does not appear matter record, 
His movements were, that time, shrouded mys- 
tery. the spring 1945 Wurtemberg was captured 
U.S. troops and Ferdonnet was among those 
then can follow him his arrest June, 
1945; his sentence death July. August 1945, 
faced firing squad. 


TOKYO ROSE 


Tokyo Rose was born July 1916, Los Angeles. 
She went school California, seemed live 
normal life, and was graduated from the State Univer- 
sity. the summer 1941 she went Japan, 
she said, “to visit sick aunt.” The visit proved long, 
for Pearl Harbor came while she was ministering 
the ailing aunt, and she “could not” get back the 
When she was caught the war, she turned 
radio “for the experience.”

Shortly after the United States started its “comeback” 
against Tojo, homesick and sweaty the South 
Pacific heard, over their weak radios that could not 
pick San Francisco, the smooth voice 
speaking American slang, introducing the kind 
music they were all crazy for.

Her shows seem have been just what many the 
sometimes bored, sometimes beleaguered needed 
help them keep their perspective.

Like Joyce and Ferdonnet, Rose starced out 
easy vein during her first broadcasts, but when the 
going got rough, she started lapsiag into mean and 
vicious talk. seems that this her much her 
listening audience. long she was nice, doughfeet 
loved her. When she got nasty, they dropped her like 
the proverbial potato. Besides, the Armed Forces 
Radio was getting established and had much newer 
and better records. 

When the war was over, Tokyo Rose was arrested 
Yokohama, September, 1945, and was brought 
this country for trial. The charge: treason. Again, 
paralleling Joyce, there was some dispute her 
nationality. Her lawyer contended that she acquired 
Portuguese citizenship when she married Felipe 
d’Aquino, April, 1945, Tokyo. 


her trial, which lasted from July October, 1949, 
Tokyo Rose was found guilty one eight treason 
charges and was sentenced ten years imprisonment. 


She was released January, 1956, after serving 
nearly seven years her sentence. Instead coming 
out into hostile world, she found people only mildly 
curious. Indeed, the official situation proved little 
embarrassing for the authorities. Should she de- 
ported? so, where? the time this written, 
hearing date has been set. The best guess seems 
that even the government decides deport her, 
will put off indefinitely date for final action. 


She found she was good for few headlines, but 
that more vital thoughts occupied the former enemies. 
She took residence with her family Chicago, and 
her parole officer started sifting through several job 
offers least one from radio station. 


Even the American Legion came her rescue. 
Members Legion Post Springfield, Ohio, passed 
resolution urging that she forgiven. part, 
stated that, “there record that Tokyo Rose ever 
convinced single fighting man single statement 
she made, but rather, was source entertainment 
hundreds thousands these fighting men.”

The medical man faces all the communication prob- 
lems basic society.

Since was the teacher 
this situation, the characteristics which were accep- 
ted were ones that had learned from specific courses 
the subject, through experience, had observed 
previous programs.

line instead semi-circular arrangement. The panel 
discussion essentially round table with the audience 
listening in, and, since people’s faces are more interest- 
ing than their backs and since one can hear better 
looking the speaker’s face, the members the 
panel are asked sit semi-circle, facing the 
audience. The panel may thought structured 
conversation, but not rehearsed conversation. Above 
all not chairman-centered. 

The chairman opens the program introducing 
the members his group while remaining seated. 
sets the whole tone the discussion. stands 
while introducing the group, does not give the 
informal feeling which should characterize 
discussion. Moreover difficult for him from 
the introductions directly into his initial remarks, which 
are “start the ball rolling.” should attempt 
get every member into the act quickly possible. 
The pattern contribution should not fan out from 
the chairman, resulting from questions from him, but 


should develop result statement by, for ex- 
ample, speaker two, answered speaker five, em- 


bellished speaker one, opposed speaker three, etc. 
Any member the panel may ask question, answer 


question, disagree agree. should feel free 
speak when has the desire so, but must 
not dominate the discussion. should speak longer 
than minute. should constantly keep mind the 
purpose the discussion. the speaker does introduce 


irrelevant material, the chairman brings the discussion 
back the designated subject. The audience should 
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hear the different causes and solutions the problem, 
but the panel should attempt come some common 
solution any solution seems feasible. 

Generally program set for hour. using 
the panel-discussion there should approximately 


forty minutes alloted the members the panel and 


twenty minutes for audience reaction. This, course, 
depends how stimulating the topic will and how 
much audience reaction can expected.

number and the best balanced arrangement, both

ment. not unusual, have indicated several

different, and thus are “persuaded” entirely 


different factors. the one hand the emphasis 
delivery and “persuasion,” which, Mr. Drum’s own 
words, accomplished “memorable phrases” and 
making “points interesting”; and the other hand 


the emphasis logic, which, again Mr. Drum’s 


words, too often “cold,” uninteresting, “and out 


touch with persuasion exists normal human 
intercourse and communication.” 


would agree with him that logic the demonstra- 
tion clear, analytical thinking somewhat unattrac- 


tive the average person, but then too the 


acquisition knowledge; for both require real mental 
effort. For this reason, would submit, neither activity 
enjoys very substantial following our country. This 
may sound un-American; but the point is, just because 


the average person cannot follow closely reasoned 


argument, fact bored annoyed it, this 
valid reason for substituting something less than the 
truth its place, something more palatable—a humor- 
ous anecdote, homely but false analogy, 


flattery, confident manner—in order win audi- 


ence’s favor? so, submit, really un-American, 


for the way the demagogue, the slick politician, 
and the crafty salesman persuading the gullible buy 
what they don’t need and can’t afford. 


Now answer the questions concerning debate 
objectives and this matter persuasiveness. for one, 


consider debating above all contest thinking, 
attempt get the truth logical analysis and 
reasonable inferences based upon sound evidence. What 
matter how well person speaks how winning his 


personality says little nothing, oversimpli- 


fies and distorts complex problems, which are usually 
the type chosen for intercollegiate debate? must not 
forgotten, the materials intercollegiate debate 
their very nature lack mass appeal, but this does 


not mean that they lack value. Mr. Drum, doubt, 


would have “color” them reduce them spe- 
cious simplicity for the purpose winning over the 
audience. own view that the sooner people learn 
think critically and appreciate “cold” logic the 


better off they will be. Rather than have the logical 


speaker “come down” the audience, how much 
better off would all the audience made

being persuasive means winning audience

and time stopped encouraging students carry 
the hoax. How much more important 
and society whole that make decisions based 
upon facts and cold reason than upon such spurious 


factors speaker’s ability put good humor?

Apparently, 
professional politician, realized the importance 
basing his own decisions reasonable rather than 
emotional psychological grounds. Who can deny 
that more people followed this example the calibre 
some our elected officials would much higher 
than is? Making rash promises, kissing babies, and 
serenading audiences with guitar are undoubtedly 
“persuasive” means winning votes and elections 
our country, but what thinking man does not deplore 
this type mass appeal and shudder the calibre 
some our officials who have attained high office 
through such means? 

facts and reason are all important, maintain, 
the problem-solving process, what then, one may 
ask, the role communication debate? Communi- 


cation above all the technique using lan- 


guage express ideas clearly, unequivocally, and 
concisely. That this communication conveyed orally 
intercollegiate debate consider accidental feature 
the debate process itself, feature which has unfor- 


tunately brought into the realm speech education, 


where does not properly belong. belongs more 
properly the field logic and should taught 
those versed that particular discipline. While 
true that many speech teachers who are shunted 
into the field debate make honest and oftentimes 


successful effort learn the techniques reasoning, 
many, fear, the subject alien and unattractive. 
Who can blame them for resenting activity for 
which they have neither the training nor inclination 


and which, they recognize—and rightly so—as being 


rather remote from the activity for which they were 


primarily trained? might add here that because 
misplaced emphasis upon delivery and platform man- 
ner, because the inability the average tournament 


debate judge, who usually also debate coach, 


appreciate, comprehend, and teach the principles 


logical thinking, not surprising that most debaters 
one hears are invariably weakest where they should 
strongest—in the all-important areas analysis and 
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adaptation, both which call for vigorous, logical 
thinking. 

Turning the second question—what “persua- 
thinking man persuaded above all 
inferences conclusions logically arrived at. have 
read many times that the average man

cannot cynically resign and declare that,

factors—the confident manner, the 
and “attitude fitting,” some speech texts call it. Such

salesmanship. Rather, would teach our students 


their guard against, detect and expose such 


fraudulent appeals, and their 
man whenever possible means reason, matter 
how difficult the task might be. Only this manner 
will succeed raising the thinking level our 


citizens and making them better able solve their 


problems intelligently. 

the light the foregoing reasons, debate judge 
properly evaluate debate and provide some guid- 


ance those students engaged this all-important 


activity. must familiar with the principles 
logic, with the proper techniques using evidence 
support inferences. Debating not 
interchange pretty phrases, however memorable; 
thinking action, designed ferret out the truth 


about complex and troublesome situations our 
ty. primarily the scientific method inquiry 
applied social, political, and economic problems. 
Since these problems are complex much 
material introduced during the course debate 


effort analyze and solve them, incumbent 
upon judge, who supposed expert the 
scientific method but all too frequently not, 
record all the arguments that will position 
weigh and evaluate them properly—in word, 


pass judgment the calibre thinking manifested 


during the debate. winner should determined 
the grounds who did the better reasoning.

teams have been equal their reasoning—a rare 
occurence, might add. 
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course, the judge gifted with superhuman 
memory—which not—he can dispense with note- 
taking. Surely court law dispenses with this 
important matter, because there the emphasis where 
should be: decisions are based, are supposed be, 
the merits the case and not the lawyer’s person- 
ality—just they should intercollegiate debate. 
Important decisions must based such grounds 
and not upon such extraneous irrelevant factors 
Mr. Drum considers important. line with his reason- 
ing, interesting note that points the “super- 
English debating over American. From what 
have heard English debating—the polished phrase, 
the conspicuous lack organization and paucity 
evidence, the superficial analysis, the glib retort, the 
good humor and informality the British delivery—I 
will admit that certainly calculated have much 
greater appeal the average, uncritical American 
audience than the businesslike American approach and 
this criterion more “persuasive.”

Unless more debate judges realize their responsibili- 
ties and train themselves shoulder them, either 


taking some courses logic studying some good 
basic logic texts like Ruby Black, rather than relying 
the oversimplified and usually misleading accounts 
found speech even debate texts, intercollegiate 


debate, fear, for rough time. Who can blame 


students for becoming discouraged and abandoning the 
activity when during the course season they are 
judged more often than not teachers whose interest 
lies such things meaningful inflections, audience 


rapport, and platform Who can blame 


them for becoming somewhat cynical and deserting 
activity into which they have put much time and 
effort prepare reasonable arguments when they are 


judged often those who are patently incompetent 
judge them? would better those whose in- 
terests lie primarily speech activity and delivery, who 
consider debating distasteful chore, would withdraw 
from debate and leave the field those who regard 
debate intellectual activity, who relish and value 
logic and systematic inquiry into the truth, who recog- 


nize this activity for what really is: the most efficaci- 
ous way reaching conclusions and trying solve 
problems democracy.

These things can and does; should not 
criticized for failing that which does not pro- 
fess do. know teacher speech who daily 


does not bemoan the shortcomings his students when 


measures them against criteria. The debate course, 


more than any other our curriculum, and debate 
training our extracurricular program help remedy 
these deficiencies. 

Let’s not remove from our forensic activities this most 


valuable training. make distinction between

Because Mr. Drum correctly preceives that most 
our debaters:

uninterestingly logical, and out touch with 
persuasion exists normal human inter- 


course and communication. 


Two observations are order: 
More often than not students who participate 
extracurricular Speech activities get all almost 


all their Speech training through the forensic program. 


Speech courses are not required all students; most 


curricula leave the student little opportunity for elec- 
tive courses; and many students prefer fill their 
available elective hours with subjects other than Speech. 


More often than not debate serves the focal 


point our extracurricular Speech activities. Many 


our competitive meetings are limited debate; 
where events other than debate are scheduled, usually 
they are worked into the program odd hours and 
serve more than side shows the main event; 


and many our students participate debate ex- 


clusively even when other events are available. 


Mr. Drum has cited the results these two observa- 
tions: Our debaters speak almost always the propo- 
sition, almost never the audience.
